The 
hills in this region are not abrupt. Many 
spots are already cultivated. The reddish 
soil contains the very elements adapted to 
the growth of certain fruits.

This compleaimt will be 
less and less urged, though it may long be 
named. In Grass Valley alone. there are 
said to be one hundred ladies: and certainly 
in some of the specnmensthe gold is visible. 
In Nevada, we enjoved more than one so- 
cial evening, where refinement was wot 
wanting. Pleasant schools are gathered m 
both of these places. 

Church privileges are multiplying. The 
engraving furnished for this number of vour 
paper shows what mountain men are domg. 
Rear such a beautiful. so inviting a church, 
ina dense region and on Sabbath morning, 
seasonably,men will start for miles around.

‘The water from Deer Creck is to 
be turned through it, and conveyed for seve- 
ral miles in a ditch forminer’s usc. This is 
but a secondary object. In the present bed 
of the stream, atthe foot of a water-fall, is a 
deep pit, which Is supposed >to have inter- 
cepted gold. Itts called the * riffle box,” 
bearing the name of the chest placed be- 
neath the miner's sluice for receiing the 
gold. 

After a pleasant morning’s ride, Brother 
Warren and myself clambered down the 
side of the rocky ravine, a hundred and 
fifty fect, to enjoy the wildness of the chasm 
and look on the spray of the fall, which 
would be beautiful if it were not for the 
muddiness of a stream into whose waters 
thousands of miners are dissolving req 
earth. From the hill tops, a glorious sight 
was presented to us that day. The papers 
below. were complaining of the mists which 
had for days enveloped the cities and de-
